HAIL FOLLOWS RAIN 
IN SASKATCHEWAN 


Heavy winds and hail accompanied 
the rain in some areas of Saskatche- 
Wan according to reports. Hail fell at 
Montmartre, Kisbey, Arcola, Pense, | 
La Fieche and Kipling in Saskatche- 
wan, but damage is believed to have 
been inconsequential due to the early 
Stage of crops. At Rouleau, in south- 


ern Saskatchewan, a gale before the 
rain is stated to have blown some 
seed from the parched ground. 
Heaviest downpour in Saskatchewan | 
occurred at Saskatoon where a full 
inch of precipitation was reported. 
High winds accompanied the rain, 
which was concentrated into such a} 
short time that the cloudburst was 
rated as heaviest in years. Awnings | 
were torn down by the wind and signs | 
and fances blown over.

| together one ounce of powdered orris | 
root and one ounce of corneal. If) 
your hair is excessively oily you may 
also add a little eons camphor. 
This mixture should be sufficient for | 
several dry shampoos, Put it into a) 
box with a perforated top and shake 
a little of it along the partings and 
on the hair. Rub the powder into the 
hatr and let it remain on for a few 
minutes. Then brush down each part 
in the hair with a long, firm, even 
stroke. This will brush the powder 
through the hair and take all the dust 
and grease with it. Take care to brush 
every bit of the powder out and as & 
finishing touch polish each strand 
of hair with a piece of old silk. 

Be sure to massage the scalp well 
every day and also to brush your hair 
as these are the best methods for 
keeping hair and scalp in good condi- 
tion. To keep your hair from being 
so olly and also to encourage its 
growth the following tonic may be 
applied to the scalp once or twice a 
week One-half ounce bicarbonate of 
soda, two ounces cologne Water, one 
dram boric acid, one dram tincture | 
of cantharides, one dram tincture of 
cinchona, ten ounces bay rum.
